Paid While Learning 
Because of the importance the 
Soviets attach to education:

About one-half 
of the graduates actually do go 
into teaching. 
The salaries of university pro­ 
fessors or top educators are just 
about the highest paid in Soviet 
society. The professor’s base pay 
is 6,000 rubles per month. For any 
outside work, he gets extra pay. 
Although a direct comparison in 
dollars is almost impossible, at IO 
rubles to a dollar, the professor 
could, earn $20,000 or more a year. 
This places him on a par with 
a manager of a large manufactur­ 
ing plant 
His base pay is about 
double that of a practicing physi- ] 
clan. 
Furthermore, a professor's 
taxes and rent are low and he 
pays nothing for medical services 
or for the education of his children, j 
As an incentive to further study, 
teachers are granted time off at 
full pay to advance their studies. 
Students are admitted to an in­ 
stitution of higher learning wholly 
on the basis of scholarship and 
examinations and not on ability to 
pay for a education. This means 
that practically all top-ranking stu 
dents have an opportunity for high 
er education. 
They are paid for 
going to the university, the highest 
ranking students getting the most

Far From Perfect 
Students who drop out along the 
way go to farm s or may get tech 
nical training.

Retiring Principal Cyrus Sfeinsulti 
Reviews Career before Kiwanis Club 


Cyrus Steinsultz, in an address 
before members of the Kiwanis 
club last night at the Masonic tem­ 
ple, reminisced of his 46 years in 
the teaching profession. 
Mr. Steinsultz stated he certain- 
ly enjoyed his many years of teach­ 
ing and felt he could not have 
chosen a nobler profession. 
He 
atated he plan^ to spend his re- j 
tirement years in endeavoring to I 
repay the many kind acts which I 
he has received during his teach­ 
ing career. 
In reviewing his 46 years Mr. 
Steinsultz stated he began teach­ 
ing in a rural school near the Gal­ 
latin county line in 1911, He had 
28 students in his first year and 
stated he felt he learned as much 
as the pupils did. 
He had 60 pu­ 
pils in his secona school and re­ 
ceived $45 month in pay. Some of 
the pupils were older than the 
teacher, and again he said, he 
learned as much as the pupils. 
Mr. Steinsultz then went to Car­ 
rier Mills where he taught the 
sixth grade and then for two years 
was principal anc teacher of the 
7th and 8th grades. 
He came to 
Harrisburg in 1921 as principal at 
Logan school but in 1922 trans­ 
ferred to Horace Mann where he 
spent the remainder of his teach-1 
ing career. 
A review of the 
enrollment I 
showed 536 pupils at Horace Mann 
in 1931, more than 500 through 
1935 and then 499 in 1936, 463 in 
1937 and 418 in 1938. 
The 1957 
enrollment showed 377 pupils, he 
stated. 
Mr. Steinsultz told some of the 


incidents of his teaching career 
and advised fathers to have a part 
in their son’s growing up. 
He 
praised the Kiwanis club for its 
service to the community and to 
the children in the many club ac­ 
tivities devoted to boys and girls. 
Vern Clayton of the Kiwanis club 
presented Mr. Steinsultz with a 
gift from the club following his 
address. 
Clayton, a member of 
the school board, was a teacher at 
Horace Mann in the 1930s when 
Mr. Steinsultz was also a teacher. 
Charles Shingler, chairman of 
the 
Kiwanis 
baseball 
program, 
stated there were 22 clubs in the 
Kiwanis Ie gues and reported the 
club needs more sponsors for the 
teams. Any individual or business 
firm that wishes to sponsor a team 
is asked to contact Mr. Shingler 
or any member of the Kiwanis 
club.

It 
is by no m eans the only, o r even 
the main, topic. But you do hear 
people talking about the crusade,

jestingly,

very earnestly, in places w here 
the n am e of Jesu s Christ has not 
been spoken except in blasphem y 
for "many years. 
.Statistically Successful 
In purely statistical term s, the 
m eetings which began May 15 in 
Madison S quare G arden have been 
the most successful G rah am has 
ever 
conducted. 
A ttendance 
to 
date has averaged 17.800 
nightly, 
close to the seating capacity of 
the* G arden. On several evenings, 
the crowd has been so great that 
2.000 or m ore had to be 
turned 
away. 
The num ber of people coming 
forw ard to m ake “ decisions for 
C hrist’’—G rah am calls them “ in­ 
q u irers’’ ra th e r than “ co n v erts” — 
has averaged 578 each night and 
on occasion has approached 1,000. 
With the cru sade now extended 
until July 21, it seem s likely that 
G ra h a m ’s total New York 
audi­ 
ence will exceed I million.
